President Barrillas’. Proclama- 
tion to the Citizens of 
Guatemala. 


Men Seized by the Police and 


* Drafted Into the Army. 


Salvadorans Offer Their Meney and Services 
te Ezeta to Prosecute the War Against 
Guatemala—The Situation in Central 
America—Proposed {Internatienal Tariff 
Reform Conference—The Vienna Chorus 
Festival—Emperor William in Russia— 
Failure of the Irish Petato Crop—Russia 
and the Baltic Sea—Feoreign News. : 


SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., Aug. 18.—The recent 
Central American mall brought letters from 
Dr. Geo. Cale, former ly a physician of this city, 
who has been in Guatemala during the past 
year. He says a proclamation has been issued 
that all men not ready for military duty would 
be shot. Nearly all the men who have gone 
to the front have been killed in battles with 
the Salvadorans. 

If Ezeta marches to the city,’’ the letter 
says, he will probably sack the town. The 
Americans are safe, for they receive protec- 
tion at the legation. Every servant, even those 
on the coffee plantations, has been drafted 
into the war and there are not enough left to 
supply food. Provisions bring egormous 
prices. Business is at a standstill and the city 
is under martial law. Twenty Americans and 
as many Germans and French offered their 
services to Barrillas, but they were refused. 
About twenty-five thousand soldiers have 
Already left the city for the frontier. Men are 
attracted to public entertainments and are 
then seized by the police and are drafted into 
the army. 


Tired of Guatemala’s Yoke. 


City OF MEXICO, Aug. 18.—The most 
influential and wealthy citizens of Salvador, 
as well as the lower classes, have offered their 
services and money to Ezeta to prosecute the 
war against Guatamala. The people have be- 
come tired of the yoke which Guatamala has 
forced upon Salvador, and have decided to 
lend all their support and make it warm for 
theenemy. Troops are being massed upon 
the frontier, and if the army of occupation of 
Salvador in Guatamala is not already 
moving it is probable that it will be 
to-day, when a battle will be 
fought, in all probability. A telegram re- 
ceived yesterday states that the diplomats 
had a conference with Barrillas Saturday re- 


to consider the subject unless Ezeta be de- 
posed and affairs again restored as they were 
under Menendez. According to Le Traite 
d Union of this city, Salvador under the Presi- 
dency of Zaldivar paid a tribute to the 
Guatemalan President of $5,000 a year, which 
it is said was employed to increase the fortune 
ot that functionary. On the downfali of the 
Zaldivar Government by revelution Gen. 
Mendenez, who became President of Salvador, 
continued this disgraceful tribute. Provi- 
sional President Ezeta of Salvador on taking 
the reins of government positively refused to 
accede tothe demands of Barrillas for the 
continued payment of this tribute, and war 
was at once precipitated. 

The rough answer of Barrillas to the diplo- 
matic corps has stirred the Salvador Govern- 
ment to action again and hostilities have been 
reopened. It is believed that notwith, 
standing the reports that large forces of 
Gautemalans will attempt to stop the 
advance of Ezeta’s army, the latter 
will be victorious as in the former battles, 
and within two or three weeks will attack the 
capital of Guatemala. The outposts of the 
Salvadoran army are said to be about twenty- 
nine miles from the city of Guatemala, but 
this is here believed to be exaggerated in dis- 
tance some twenty miles. 

Geronimo Pou has reeelved no direct news 
from President Ezeta regarding the state of 
affairs in Contral America and declines to ex- 
press an opinion in ‘reference to what 
President Ezeta proposes to do owing to 
the failure of the diplomatic corps to 
bring about peace on the basis proposed by 
Barrillas. It is believed here that the persist- 
ency of Barriilas in his present demand will 
cause his downfall, but it appears that as yet 
he is master of the situation so far as the 
Government is concerned in Guatemala, and 
has been since the beginning of the present 
difficulty. This statement is based upon most 
reliable authority, and anything to the con- 
trary should be taken with a grain of salt. It 
appears that Barrillas has been ili advised in 
the present troubles, and all deplore the fact 
that the terms offered by the diplomatic corps 
were not accepted. 


Ezgeta’s Rule. 

New York, Aug. 19.—The Herald‘s Panama 
correspondent writes that he has been at 
much pains to get the fullest possibile partieu- 
lars of the trouble in Central America, but, of 
course, if is only the merest outlines that can 
be got with anything like authenticity by any 
one outside Central America on account of the 
rigorous censorship that not only controls the 
telegraph and press, but does not soruple, on 
occasion, to violate the maile. It is risky 
worh for any one in the disturbed re- 
gions to try to send out a true statement 
of the situation, but even as news leaks out 
through the censorship, some particulars of 
affairs in Salvador nave reached the isthmus, 
The most Important item is that Ezeta, the 
practical dictator of Salvador, is altogether 
opposed to Barrillas, whose creature he Is 
supposed to have been in the best informea 
circles here when last I wrote. He was a 
highly favored protege of the unfortunate 
President Menendez, who, it is hinted, was 
assassinated through the vilest treachery. 
Througnout his career Ezeta has not 
been regarded as & particularly brave 
man, When he first seized the Government 
he appointed a cabinet iu a constitutional 
manner, and then dissolving it, merged all 
the ministers into one. In external affairs, 
however, he showed no such vaciliation. I 
have it on excellent authority that his first act 
in this direction was to employ the ald of 
Mexico to hold baek Guatemala. He knew per- 
tectly woll that the latter country would 
promptly interfere and he boldly accused her 
of a desire to break the peace. That is true 
enough, of course. But Ezeta himself wants

If the surmise is correct of 
course his formal appeal for aid 
is a mere farce and the move-

signal for the Mexicans to cross the frontier. 
There is still great uncertainty as to how Men- 
endez died. The most plausible version of 
those brought by my private correspondence 
is to the following effect: It is supposed that 
the President had been secretly dosed at the 
banquet. After rising he repaired to the ball- 
room for a short time, but suddenly becoming 
ill he left the room with the intention of re- 
tiring. It would seem that just at 
this time Marzial announced the 
revolution, for Menendez had only gone 
part the way down a narrow covered stalrway 
when he was met by a party of Ezeta’s men 
who had already dispersed the guard of hon- 
or. At this point it would certainly seem that 
Menendez himself concocted in his own mind 
the sudden illness that had seized him and the 
rebellion. with which he was suddenly con- 
fronted. On this theory his last words were 
significance, otherwise they 
are meaningless. ‘‘Dispatch me, traitors, as- 
sassins!’’ This he said as he bared his breast 
for a death thrust. : 


Brazilian Affairs. 


New YORK, Aug. 17.—A Rio Janeiro corre- 
spondent, under date of July 6, says Brazilians 
of all classes are delighted at the delicate at- 
tention of the United States Government in 
sending The White Fleet there on an un- 
official visit, and take it as a sign of sympathy 
and friendship on the part of the American 
peopie. Of this there is not the slightest 
doubt, amd the great riches ot the Brazilian 
trade, so long monoplized by monarchcal 
nations, are ready to be poured into American 
enterprises if American business men only 
knew how to profit by the experience of 
other nations in this regard. Goods 
should be prepared speolally to suit Brazilian 
wants and tastes and furnished exactly in the 
mode practiced by Brazilian business men. 
A sample trade will neither be suitable nor 
accepted. The English tried it, the Germans 
tried it, the French tried it, but in vain, and 
only built up their large and profitable busi- 
ness with this eountry by studying the tastes 
and wants of the people and sending out their 
goods to be offered for sale. The Brazilians 
look upon the lowering of duties on sugars as 
u favor intended for Brazil and ould the 
American Government treat other Brasil lan 
products in the same manner, the import 
duties here on kerosene, breadstuffs and other 
American products will very soon be regu- 
lated bythe government. Rio Janeiro was 
never so fullof stangers as at present. Most 
ofthem are foreigners who are attracted by 
the prospects of establishing new enterprises 
or enlarging business already established. 
Of course many of them are doomed to disap- 
pointment as they expect too much, and some 
of them are asking for government aid which 
can never be extended tothem by any free 
country. Many new American faces are to 
be seen and it is satisfactory to 
know that as a rule they are business- 
looking people. Every hotel and boarding- 
house 1s full to overflowing, and it is not easy 
to obtain proper accommodations. Attimes 
the great street, Rue d’Ouvidor, where every- 
body is to be found, is so crowded that pass- 
ing is difficult. Strange to say there are few 
public amusements here, though the best art- 
ists in the world are to be seen here every 
winter. On the front of the ‘‘Impesial Theater 
de Dom Pedro“ all the words of the title have 
been chiseled out except the one word ‘‘thea- 
ter, a result of the first outburst of repub- 
lican enthusiasm. On the other hand, the wall- 
paper ofthe ante-room of the Minister of 
foreign affairsis stillcovered with hundreds 
of imperial crowns, thus showing that though 
a thorough Democrat, Minister Bocayuva is 
notafanatic. The design for the Republican 
national coat-of-arms has not yet been fixed, 
nor has a national flag been adopted. Many 
flags of the two old patterns are still in use,one 
being the Order and Progresso’’ flag, and 
the other the old flag with the crown replaced 
by a large red star of five points. The latter 
emblem is also used on the caps of army and 
navy officers, and as it involves little change, 
will probably be adopted. 


Tariff Reform Cenference. 


LONDON, Aug. 18.—The succesg which has 
attended the series of international confer- 
ences that have been held during the last few 
years in favor of arbitration, has resulted in 
setting on foot another international move- 
ment which may hereafter be fruitful of im- 
portant results. Amongst the foreign dele- 
gates who assemble this year a very strong 
feeling prevailed in favor of the tariff reform. 
Accordingly, in addition to the peace and 
arbitration conference, whicb is to be held in 
the spring in Rome, an international tariff 
reform conference will likewise be held. A 
provisional committee has been appointed, 
and is now making arrangements for starting 
the movement under the most favorabie 
auspices. The committee is sendiag out com- 
munications to members of the different par- 
liaments of the world in the hope of securing 
a large attendance. 


Vienna Chorus Festival. 


VIENNA, Aug. 18.—The first concert of the 
Choral Festival was attended by 20,000 per- 
sons. Alljoined in singing Das Deutsche 
Lied’’ and Die Wacht Am Rhein.“ A com- 
mers followed at which many speeches were 
made. The Mayor emphasized the commu- 
nity of Austrians and Germans. To-day 200,- 
000 persons entered the gardens ot the Fest- 
halle where there was muste, chorussing and 
dancing. The behavior of the crowd was ad- 
mirable. Less than seventy reste were 
made for disorder. Special fetes will be held 
to-morrow in honor of the Emperor’s birth- 
day. Archduke Charles Louis, on behalt of 
the Emperor, and all the Ministers attended 
the concert to-day. The Emperor telegraphed 
his thanks to the vocalists.

Lowponw, Aug. 18:—Two measures of im- 
portance have received the sanction of Rus- 
sian imperial authority. It has been decided 
to create a naval arsenal and afortress at 
Libau, on the Saltic, about fifty-six miles 
north of Momel, and about twice the distance 
north of Konigsberg and work on them is al- 
ready being rapidly pushed forward. The 
object is to keep open to the Russian fleet the 
waters ofthe Baltic Sea which heretofore it has 
been possible for the Germans to close by 
blockading the mouth of the Gulf of Finland. 


The Late Cardinal Newman. 


Lonrpon, Aug. 18.—There were special ser- 
mone in all the Catholic churches yesterday 
on the late Cardinal Newman. At Hawarden, 
Lead Kindly Light’’ was sung, and Mr. 
Gladstone read the lessons. Cardinal Manning 
will deliver the funeral oration in the Bromp- 
ton Oratory on Wednesday. The Chronicle 
says that Mer. Stonor will succeed Cardinal 
Newman. Rev. Mr. Masie, an American 
Episcopalian of Paris, declined to make 
special mention of Cardinal Newman’s death, 
saying ho never could forgive Newman's 
secession. 


Canadian Railway Circles Uneasy. 


MONTREAL, Aug. 18.—The Dominion Cart- 
ridge Co., whose headquarters are in this 
city, recently applied through its New York 
agents to Washington for a permit to ship 
goods in bond to Mexico. The department 
has replied, refusing to grant the perm!t, on 
the ground that it was not disposed to extend 
the bonding privileges for Canadian goods that 
they were offering to other countries. It was 
rumored last night that this action of the 
American authorities foreshadowed a general 
action against Canadian bonding privileges 
and there is great uneasiness in railway cir- 
clés. 


The Kaiser and the Czar. 


NakRvA, Aug. 18.—All Europe is interested in 
the imperial meeting in Russia. The German 
Emperor arrived here at 8 o’clock last even- 
ing and was met at the depot by the Czar, 
who was clothed in a German military uni- 
form. The two monarchs were imme- 
diately taken to a villa set 
apart for the conference. From here the im- 
perial party proceed to St. Petersburg with a 
strong military guard. The Kaiser is accom- 
panied by his Chancellor, Gen. Von Caprivi. 


Frost in Maniteba. 


WINNIPEG, Maniteba, Aug. 18.—There were 
many anxious men in Manitoba last night 
during the cold dip. There were very few 
people who were not apprehensive of a gen- 
eral frost over the Northwest. Thirty-three 
was the lowest reported in Winnipeg. Re- 
ports have deen received from all points 
reached by telegrihn wires and only trom 
three places is the freezing line reported.

PARIS, Aug. 168.—A monument tothe late 
Admiral Courpet was unveiled yesterday at 
Abbeville.

SHOT WHILE ASLEFP| 


Edward Hake Kills His Wife and 


Then Fatally Wounds 
Himself. 


The Terrible Tragedy HBnacted at 
-an Early Hour This Morning 
at 1614 Pine Street. 


A Story of Blind Love, Crime and Insanity— 
The Weman Dies Believing Her Awful 
Fate to Be Dus to Jealousy—HMake Says 
the Crime Was Caused by His Father's 
Determination to Have Him Leave the 
Weman or Accept the Alternative of 
Going to the Penitentiary fer Stealing 
$4,500 From Him. 


HE house at 18614 
Pine street was this 
morning the scene 
of a terrible tragedy. 
Edward Hake shot 
his sleeping wife as 
she lay in bed and 
then senta ball into 
his own breast. 
Both are danger- 
ously injured. A 
wife's weakness, a 
husband’s insanity, 
and some say a 
= parent’s pride vom- 
bined to cause the rash act. The story is an 
interesting one. William Hake is a prosper- 
ous commission merchant, doing business at 
820 North Third street. The firm of Hake & 
Son is one of the best and most substantial 
in the city, the partners enjoying the 
confidence of their customers and 
asscciates in the business world to 
an almost unlimited extent. A younger 
son, Edward, has for many years been em- 
ployed by his father and brother as collector 
for the firm. One morning about a month ago 
the father appeared at the Four Courts and 
informed Chief Harrigan that his son Edward 
had disappeard, taking with him $4,500 which 
had been taken from the safe at the commis- 
sion warehouse. Mr. Hake made no other 
statement of the theft, but was much con- 
cerned over the loss of the money. 
He had no idea as to where dis 
son had gone, but scomed to 
think that he had left the city as his wife had 
disappeard at the same time. Several officers 
made a thorough search of the city but young 
Hake could not be discovered. 

It was almost two weeks later that the fugi- 


tive was found. A couple of GenepefDlstrie& 


police officers learned that the couple had 
been seen at the Union Depot. This clew was 
followed. It led to the house of Mrs. Reddy, 
1614 Pine street. The place was entered and 
Hake and his wife were found, The young 
man denied bis identity when first questioned, 
but later admitted that he was the man 
wanted. 

. FOUND IN A MUFF. 

He also acknowledged that he bad taken 
the money from his father’s safe, but in- 
sisted that it had gone out of his possession. 
Capt. Young did not belleye this statement. 
He sent the patrol wagon to the house and had 
every article of turniture and bedding and all 


of Hake’s personal effects removed to the 
Four Courts. 
hours in a most minute examination of every 
article. Finally their diligence was rewarded 
by the discovery ofthe missing money. A 
roll of $100 and $50 bills was found in the lin- 
ing of a fur muff, which had béen placed 
on the bottom of a trunk. The roll was 
counted and found to contain $4,500, the ex- 
act amount taken. Not a bill had been dis- 
placed. 

Mrs. Hake was then released and returned 
to her room. The husband, however, was 
placed inacellinthe hold-over. He gavea 
very wild and rambling account of his 
escapade and by his conversation and actions 
made the impression on his listners that he 
was notin his right mind. He had told Capt. 
Young at different times before the discovery 
of the money that he bad given the 
roll te a woman in Kangas City, that a 
young man in 8. Louis had put it in 
the bank, and that Chief of Police Spears of 
Kansas City had arrested him and taken it 
from his person. When asked why he bad 
taken the money he first sad that his father 
owed him that amount for labor, he having 
been employed in the commission house for 
fourteen years. Later, however, he admitted 
that he bad no right tothe roll, but said his 
father had put heaters in the office and is

THE FATHER’S STORY. 

Mr. Wm. Hake, father ofthe would-be sul- 
cide, denies that he has ever threatened the 
young man to compel him to leave his wife. 
be whole matter, he said, is that the 
boy is not in his right mind, norhas he been 
tor some time, We first noticed signs of 
mental aderration about two weeks 
before he took the money of his brother, WIII- 
lam Hake, Jr. I attribute his condition to his 
wife’s conduct. She was accustomed to leav- 
ing the house every mornipg just after he 
lett for work; she wouldn’t cook his meals 
nor give him tho respect and attention a 
wife should, and he grewmorbid. She got 
to running around with men about town 
and becime so bold as to even receive them at 
home. She came home drunk on several 
occasions and, of course, there was trouble. 
I did endeavor to persuade him to leave her 
butused no threats. She made trouble for 
him and my family fortwo years and she was 
ruining him. He has been in this store for 
ten yoars and has been faithful 
ana honest to the highest degree. 
The neighbors ali knew and discussed her con- 
duct and sho was a reproach to him and all of 
us. [forgave him for taking the money and 
wanted him to come and tive with us. He 
was at our house on Saturday, and promised 
me to leave her and stay with us all along, and 
I left the door open ail Saturday night expect- 
ing him. She has ruined him; he thought a 
great deal of her, andshe knew and used ber. 
influence over him constantly. Why after 
he bad obtained certain information about 
ber ho left her for three weeks and declared 
his intention of never living with her again, 
and one day she met him on the 
street, ard it was all right Innotime. Sbe 
had him drunk before night and 
he took ber back again. He couldn't make 
money enough to satisfy her, and I am pos- 
sitive she persuaded him to take his brother’s 
money. Of courselfeelit keenly, as he was 
always a good, honest and faithful son and a 
worker till she came into his life.“ 

THE WOMAN’S DEATH. 

A few minutesafter 12 o’clock Mrs. Hake 
died. She seemed strong when firat admitted 
to the hospital, but grew weak rapidly. The 
bullet had penetrated her abdomen and inter- 
nal hemorrhages guickly wasted away her 
strength. It became evident that the flow of 
blood was sapping away her life and an 
operation was performed. She did not 
rally from the snock, however, and died con- 
scious to the last. Hake at a late hour was 
siowiy sinking and is not expected to live 
many hours. The hospital physicians have 
made several attempts to extract the ball from 
his breast, but have been unable to locate it 
with their probes. An operation is impossi- 
ble, on account ofthe near proximity of the 
wound to the heart. No time has yet been set 
for the inquestin the woman’s case. Action 
will probably be deferred by Coroner Frank 
to await the result of the husband’s injuries,

THBY WERE MASKED. 

At Tipton two men got on the tender of the 
engine drawing the Kansas City Express. The 
train had left St. Louls at 8:20 o’clock Satur- 
day night. A%s2:37 o’clock Sunday morning, 
near Otterville water tank, im 6 cut 
made famous by the robbery of a 
train by the James and Younger gang 
July 9, 1876, these men compelled the en- 
gineer #Frank Geyer, to stop the train, At the 
muzzle of a revolver the engineer got down 
from the engine and walked pack to the bag- 
gage car, where three more robbers were 
standing. Gever was compelled to call Bage 
gageman John Sullivan to open the door. Sus- 
pecting nothing, Sullivan opened the door. A 
re volver was trained on him. He was told to 
call the express messenger. Samuel Avery, 
the messenger, hearing the noise and éns- 
pecting nothing, went to the door where Sul - 
livan was standing. He was covered with a 
revolver, under the protection of which a 
masked man entered the car. Avery was 
directed to open his safe and did so. The 
masked man took the contents and left the 
car. The engineer was released and under 
orders from the revolver holders pulled 
out. 

At Otterville the train was stopped and Se- 
dalia was notified of the robbery. Supt. H. 
G. Clark of the Missouri Pacific was at once 
informed. Sheriff Smith was pulled out of 
bed, and at 4:40 boarded a special train witha

Supt. Fuller sald this morning: Our loss is 
not large—not nearly so large as has been re- 
ported. The robbers got a package of jewelry 
of little walue, three packages of railroad 


papers, aggregate value $74.77, and some 
other railroad papers, such as claims, tracers, 
etc. The run is avery light one, and is car- 
ried in one-half of a baggage car. I do not 
Know anything regarding the search for the 
robbers. I bave had a talk with the messenger 
and he has gone home. He came in this morn- 
ing, having completed his run to Kansas City 
and return. 


The Packages of No Value. 


Inquiry at the Missouri Pacific local treasury 
revenied the fact that no packages of any 
value had been sent by them on the train 
robbed. The claim checks and pay checks 
are only cashed at the various local treasu- 
ries, so that it they had been secured they 
would have been vaiuiess. The Saturday 
night train seldom carries money or orders of 
any amount from the treasury, it being the 
lightest day of the week. 


Ignorance in the Mail Car. 


Mr. H. D. Evans, who was inthe mail car, 
arrived in St. Louis this morning. Speaking 
of the affair he said: 


„There was never a robbery done more 
Quietiy. Inthe mail car we had no suspicion 
whatever what was golng on, aud if any- 
one had passed on the bank they 
would only have thought the 
train had stopped for water. Wesaw one of 
the men get on at Tipton, but we supposed he 
was a tramp after _ stealing a ride. 
He evidently crawled over the 
tender and covered the engineer but 
I can only say what I heard, for we knew 
nothing about the robbery until we got to 
Ottervilie. I thought I saw the-flreman walk- 
ing back and called out to him, asking him 
what was the matter. It probably was the 
Hreman I saw, but he knew better than to 
answer mc. 

»The whole crowd seemed paralyzed with 
fear, and I don’t blamethem. After the men 
tad gotintothe express car they evidently 
forgot all about the engineer. He climbed up 
on to the tank and w to got 
to his engine, But in the meantime 
A colored porter had come forward with his 
lantern and the engineer was afraid the rob- 
bers would see him andshoot him. He shouted 
to the porter

The porter did so, and the engineer 
clambered up onto the top of the cab for 
safety.

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OHIEFS IN COUNCIL. 


An Important Conference of La- 
bor Leaders at Buffalo. 


The Situation on the New York 
Central Practically Unchanged. 


The Chief Officers of the Switchmen’s, 
Trainmen’s, Conductors’ and Firemen’s 
Unions Holding a Secret Conference 
With General Master Workman Powder- 
-A Attempt to Settle the Strike by 
Arbitration— Hr. Lee’s Mysterious Cipher 
Dispatch—Vice- President Webb Receives 
a Commnuaication From the Knights of 
Laber Executive Beard and Promises 
an Early Reply—The Freight Bleckade 
at Buffale—Sheoting Pinkerten Men 
Cantioned. 


ALBANY, N. Y., Aug. 18.—All day yesterday 
there was trouble expected because it was 
know tnat allof the Pinkerton men who 
were on duty forthe New York Central were | 
armed. Nearly all of them were withdrawn 
from the central partof the cityand their 
places filled with police. As it was,there were 
several rows and some shooting. James Hat- 
ton, one of the Pinkerton men left at the 
switches in Vanwoort street, was struck 
with a stone thrown from the crowd, and his 
partner was knecked down and beaten. « 
Hatten fired his pistol and shot asmall boy 
named Richard Dwyer. Before he could fire 
again the crowd was upon aim and he was 
terribly beaten. When the police arrived his 
clothes bad been pulled off of him and he was 
in a pitiful condition. Hatton would certainly 
have been killed had not the police forced the 
crowd away just in time to save him. 

The Pinkerton men claim that the West 
Albany trains passing through for New Lors 
were stoned by the crowd. The police deny 
the story, but when one train of freight cars 
with Pinkerton men on it reached the Broad- 
way viaduct the men began firing into the 
crowd in the most reckless manner. 
There was no provocation for the 
shooting and one innocent person 
was hurt. Mrs. Thomas Hogan, 


who was standing at the door of her home, 
received a bullet inthe right thigh. She was 
badly hurt, theugh net seriously injured. 

Robert Pinkerton, who was in charge, called 
on Chief of Police Willard for assistance and 
said that the men were compelled to shoot in 
beth cases to protect themselves. Chief Wii- 
lard said that he believed that the local police 
could have kept order without the Pink 
erton men and that without causing 
80 much trouble. While Mr. Pinkerton and 
the Chlefof Police were st ill in consultation 
Frank Parks, a boy of 18, was brought in with 
a bullet bole in hies arm. He had been shot by 
Pinkerton men who were on afreight train 
which assed turough about 4 o’cilock. 
The Pinkerton man who shot into 
the crowd at Vanwoort street was 
chased by the police and finally arrested. 
He was put on a train with the understanding 
that it would stop at the proper place, but in- 
stead it went to East Albany, where the officer 
and prisoner fell in with a party of Pinkerton 
men, who rescued the prisoner and used the 
officer very roughly. Robert Pinkerton asked 
for the release of Thomas Burke, but Chief 
Willard refused the demand, saying that the 
arming of the Pinkerton men was causing too 
much excitement among tne strikers. 

PINKERTON MEN CAUTIONED. 

Thomas Hatton, the Pinkertoh man who 
shot the boy Dwyer last night, was held this 
morning for assault in the first degree to 
await the result of the boy’s injuries. No ball 
will be accepted, asthe attending physicians 
say that the boy will probably die, the bullet 
having lodged near his spine. Robert Pinker- 
ton said this morning that a personal exam- 
ination of his men showed thatinevery case 
they bad been stoned before they fired, and in 
some cases fired upon. Mr. Bissell says, on 
the part of the road, that the men were cau- 
tioneu not to use their weapons unless abso- 
lutely necessary. To-day is going by quietiv 
and the excitement seems to have simmered 
dewn. Tue road has moved ten freight trains 
to the West Albany yardeand are endeavor- 
ing to clear the yard quickly. Chief Willard 
of the police received aletter from Mr. Bis- 
sell this morningin which he claimed that 
the Pinkerton men only fired in self defense, 
butthe road would warntnem against the 
hasty use of the guns. The Knights of Labor are 
issuing bulietins in which they reiterute 
the caution to keep away from the tracks and 
preserve the peace. They say they are as 
strong as ever and that the war bas only 
just begun. The only fracas this morning was 
a brutal assault at West Albany by two men 
upon a freight conductor whom they mangled 
badly. Both men have been arrested. The 
victims of the shooting yesterday are all do- 
ing well except Dwyer. 

There has been no trouble at the Van Woert 
to 2 o’clock to-day. 
A number of freight trains have 
passed through she city, but the 
police say not one of them was stoned nor was 
a shot fred. A meeting of the Brotberhood of 
Firemen inthis city has been called for 3 
o’clock this afternoon at East Albany.

The Freight Blockade at Buffalo. 


BuFFALO, N. T., Aug. 18.—The New York 
Central and its connections are running their 
passenger trains through this morning on a 
fair approximation to schedule time, a fact 


which, it is argued, is due largely to the mod- 
eration of the inen who are out on strike. But 
while the passenger trale remains practically 
uninterrupted the freight situation at this 
oint has grown very much more serious. 
very siding has its complement of freight 
cars, mainly loaded with perishable 
freight, and even tiie ke Shore 
sidetracks, to a distance of twenty 
miles out, are packed with standing, 
abandoned trains. Between East Buffalo and 
Idle wood a very longa dressed beet“ train 
lies motionless, its contents, to say the least, 
not improved dy the delay. There is no 
strike as yet on the Lake Shore Road, but the 
switching of freight for that road is all done 
in the Central yards, and they are not only al- 
ready glutted with freight, but have no 
switchmen. 80 the management has been 
obliged to find other places to store its accu- 
mulations and has utilized every available 
siding. An attempt will be made to««move 
some of the freight at East Buffalo to-day. 

„We have got men enough, though they are

Edmunds and the Tariff An. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Aug. 18.—Senator Ed- 
munds to-day offered the following amend- 
ment to the tariff bill, which was referred to 
the Committee on Finance:

States shall be satisfied that a sugar-produc- 
ing country, whence sugar is exported into 
the United States, has abolished its duties or 
taxes on the importation of the principal ag- 
ricultural products of the United States, he 
may by proclamation diminish or wholly remit 
the duties imposed by law on sugar or any 
— of sugar produced in and exported 

lrectly from any such count into the 
United States as long ag such products of the 
United States are admitted free of duty or tax 
into such country and no longer.’’ 

Mr. Edmunds also gave notice of another

Missouri River Commission. 
WASHINGTON, D. O., Aug. 19.—The Senate

ee Vohwinkel Admits Marrying Two 
_ Wemen, but Says a Lawyer Told Him He 
Was Divoreed From His First Wife and 
Ceuld Safely Go In for Matrimony a Sec-

_ This morning Special Officers Scully and 

der of the Central District went to the 
ox factory at 1923 Wash street and arrested 
a box nailer named William Vohwinkel, who 
Was there at work. The prisoner was taken 
to the Four Courts and placed in a cell in the 
holdover, pending the issuence of a warrant 
charging him with bigamy. The case against 
him is a clear one. 

At an early hourto-day a heavily draped 
woman made her appearance at the office of 
Assistant Prosecuting Attorney Dierkes. She 
gave her name as Mrs. Mary Vohwinkel and 
said she lived with her mother at 1511 Oass 
avenue. She wanted a wartant against her 
husband, she said, for bigamy. She told her 
whole story to Mr. Dierkes and left with him 
documents on which the officers could work. 
As soon as she had gone Mr. Dierkes laid the 
case before Capt. Young of the Central Dis- 
trict, who immediately detalled Officers Scully 
and Danaher to attend to the matter. The 


followed. 

It appears that on June 3, 1884, William 
Vohwinkel and Mary Koha were joined in 
marriage by Rev. Wm. Faerber, rector of St. 
Mary's Church, in the presence of John Kohn 
and Linda Rheinlander as iegal witnesses to 
the eeremony. Vohwinkel lived with the 


woman until about a year ago, * which 
time two children were born them. The 
husband worked at his wef as a box 
mailer, but seemed discontented and un- 
happy. Domestic quarrels were of frequent 
occurrence. Finaliy Vohwinkel deserted his 
wife and she returned to live with her mother 
at 1511 Cass avenue, taking with her the two 

children. She cared nothing for hor {faithless 
spouse, and would have lived apart from him 
without interference nad she not heard of his 
second marriage. 

News of this unexpected step came to her 
about a week ago. She at once commenced 
an investigation which has resulted in the 
confirmation of her fears. It has also caused 
the incarceration of the festive William.

is alleged that on July 25 last Vohwinkel went 
to Washington, Mo., where he was married to 
Miss Mary Kli ingsieck 
An announcement of

once brought to this city and installed at 618 
Wash street, where she has since resided. 
When told to- -day of phe illegality of her mar- 
riageshe broke down completely. She said 
that sne had met Vohwinkel some time in 
1888, having for a short time boarded 
in the same house with him in this city. 
When he commenced to pay his-attention to 
her early this summer she questioned him re- 
garding his former marriage, and he told her 
that he bad obtained a divorce from his wife. 
She trusted him so implicitiy that she never 
even asked him to let her see the divorce 
papers, which he insisted he had obtained. 

TREATING IT AS A JOKE. 

Vohwinkel seems but little concerned at his 
arrest. He appears to take the whole affair 
as a huge joke and iaughs and jests about the 
trouble as though it were an everyday 
matter with him. He is densely ig 
norant and seems unable to comprehend 
the serious situation in which his matri- 
monial inclinations have placed him. 
He tells 1 story. He admits that he 
legally married his first wife, Mary Kohn, in 
1884, but says he grew tired of her and they 
agreed to peparare. He tells that about New 
Years he met a lawyer named Seward in nt 
of the Lindell Hotel and spoke to him of his 

troubles. The lawyer asked 
as wanted done and 
upon that he desired to geta 
divorce told him that he would do the.busi- 
ness for $75 with no trouble to either party. 
Vohwinkle was much pleased at the proposi- 
tion and accepted the terms at once. He had 
$50 with him at the time. He 
to Seward, how- 
that he could 
go ahead and m again whenever he was 
ready, as the divorce could be secured in a 
few days at the most. Vohwinkel says he 
supposed everything was right and went 
ahead with his courtehip at Washington. He 
says he met the lawyer Sewar at the 
Four Courts a few days and asked 
him for the divorce 7 which he had 
romised him. Seward toid him he would 
cave to pay the other $25 before he would 
deliver over the documents, but insisted that 
he had done the work as he bargained and 
that the divorce had been duly obtained and 
recorded.

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FAT IN THE FIRE. 


With both houses of Congress Repub- 
lican by an ample margin, the country 
was told last winter that a new rule 
heading off ‘‘dilatory’’ motions and“ mi- 
nority obstruction’? would insure the 
prompt dispatch of legislative business 
and send the bills of each house sailing 
through the other to receive the approv- 
ing signature of a President in barmony 
with both branches of Congress.

No Democratic 
House and Republican Senate were 
ever more at outs on strictly 
partisan measures than the two 
branches now are when both are 
Republican. The Administration is also

WHAT THE FARMERS GET. 

In an editorial on the corn crop, advis- 
ing the farmers to submit to the varyiug 
conditions of the markets and the seasons 
without repining, the Globe-Democrat re- 
marks: 

We cannot devise statutes that will insure 
good prices for any product, regardless of 
intervening circumstances. There is no po- 
litical panacea for natural ills and no artificial 
method of making an artiele sell for more 
than somebody is willing to pay. 

If that were true there would not be a 
syndicate of capitalists insisting onan 
increase of the duty on tin plate in order 
that they may invest their money in tin 
mines and galvanized iron factories with 
an assurance of handsome profits; the 
whole raft of protected manufacturers 
would not be howling for the maintenance 
or increase of tariff duties, and the people 
of this country would not be paying 
vastly more for a host of articles than 
they should according to the laws of 
trade. It happens, however, that in nine 
cases out of ten the farmers raise more 
agricultural products than this country 
can consume and, havjng asurplus to 
send abroad, are debarred from all ad- 
vantages of tariff duties. Therefore, they 
get soup and Pecksniffian advice.

Ir is evident from the latest phase of 
the Blaine-Salisbury correspondence that 
somebody blundered on our side by ‘‘bit- 
ing off more than we can chew,’’ and 
there is plenty of evidence that BLAINE 
was not thatsomebody.

Mr. Webb of the Vanderbilt system puts 
forth the old claim of the corporation chief— 
the right to hire or discharge whom he 
pleases, to pay what and when he chooses 
and generally te run his own business in his 
own way. 

But have workingmen no rights rung@>g 
parallel with these? Labor is the sole com- 
modity which they have to sell. Have they 
no voice in saying whom they will work for 
and with, what wages they shali receive, how 
many hours they shall toil, whatagents they 
may choose to represent them? 

To deny these rights is to make slaves of 
workingmen, and this appears to be what 
some of the more brutal and domineering 
representatives of combined capital would 
like to do. 

There are rights In common and mutva 
obligations la this matter which both sides 
must learn to observe and respect. Self-pro- 
tection is the first law of nature, and labor 
has as great necessity for invoking it and as 
plainaright todo so as capital can justly 
claim. The worker, too, has a right toa 
word in the management of his own business. 


Electric Caual Boats. 


Frein the Utica Observer. 

Why can’t the trolley electric system be ap- 
plied to canal boats? This isthe question 
which W. L. Adams has endeavored to an- 
swer favorably by devising a trolley system 
for towing on the canals. It is claimed that 
with this system the time of a boat from Batf- 
talo to Troy can be reduced one-half, and not 
only the time reduced but the labor of caring 
for the boat while in transit can be reduced 
one-half. With the same current that pro- 
pels the boat the captain cooks his meals, and 
heats and lights his boat by a system of 
clutches. The same poweris used to load 
and unload his boat. In many places along 
the canal power plants could be putin to run 
by water, which would cueapen the cost 
largely. It is proposed to run it by the Block 
system, so that each plant feeds its respective 
section, regardiess of the otbers. 


Lilinois Gain in Populatien,

paper give the rough count of the population 
of Illindis at 8,801,285, which is just about 
what this paper put it at after the returns had 
been received from Cook and a few outside 
counties.

The population of this 
county is 1,179,434, as against 607,524 in 1880, u 
gain of % percent. The 101 outside counties, 
with 2,470,354 inhabitants in 1880 have 2,621,851 
now, again of alittle over6 percent. In 1880 
a little over 19 per cent of the total population 
of Illinois was in Cook County, It now has 
39.3 per cent,

The Annual Conventien to Open in St, Louis 
on Wednesday—Eeasons for and Against 
the Proepositien to Drep the Word 
‘sirish’’ From the Title—Programme of 
Arrangements, 


The Irish Catholic Benevolent Union will 
hold its annual convention on Wednesday in 
St. Louls. The convention will be of interest 
to all Irishmen in the city as well as else- 
where, as the association has a large mem- 
bership, and all Irishmen, not members, are 
also interested. The principal membership 
is in the East althogh there aretwo societies 
in St. Louis. Penntylvania bas the largest 
membership of any State and will send in the 
neighborhood of 100 delegates. The organi- 
zation has existed ln one from or another 
since the Irish Catholics have existed in any 
great numbers inthis country, but in its 
present form it has been in existence 
since the year 1868. It was first organ- 
ized thus by Judge DeWilde of Onio. 
and had for its main object the 
assistance of Irish Catholic Immigrants land- 
ing at Castle Garden. Its scope has widened 
greatly, however, since that time, and now it 
has numerous branches in ail the cities and 
towns in the East and many ia the West. 
Each society bas its own rules and by-laws. 
Zach member pays 50 cents per month as his 
regular dues, and the societies pay sick and 
death benefits. Members are elected to the 
societies, of which there may be any number 
In each city. The oldest in St. Louis is the 
one known as the Old Temperance Society,’’ 


which has been In existence for fifty years. The 
other its the United Sons of Erin, and has 
existed for about thirty years. Quitea 

inent feature of some societies is what is 
known as the ‘‘widows and orphans’ insur- 
ance fund,’’ the amounts of which vary as in 
other organizations. The membership is not 
confined to irish Catholics onty but Catholics 
of all races may join the societies. The be- 
nevolent work extends beyond its own mem 
bers and large sums are given in all cases of 
public calamaties. 

| PROPOSED CHANGE OF NAME. 

There is one important question whieh will 
probably be extensively discussed at the con- 
vention. That is the proposed change of the 
name of the organization. The proposed 
change is to eliminate the word Irish from the 

ame and leave it the Oatholic 

nevolent Union. Tols proposition 
has been made at a number ot 
conventions and discussed at length. 
One fection wishes to have the name changed 
while the other faction insists that it shall not 
be changed. The boneof contention is regu- 
larly gnawed at each convention without, 
however, any definite resuits, only that a 
vote has never yet been taken on the ques- 
tion. The leader of thetaction wishing the 
change made is Father sarry of 
Philadelphia. Heisably seconded by Father 
Henry of St. Louis, Father Walsh of Chatta- 
nooga, Tenn., and Michael Phela ofthe Fest- 
ern Watchman. Walter Walsh of St. Louis, one 
ofthe prominent members of the order, is 
bitterly opposed to the proposed change as are 
also a large number of other members. 
ones who wish the chanze made are appar- 
entiy in the minori The reasons, for not 

isbing to have the change made are that 
the word Irish acta as a certain bond of sym- 
pathy with the peeeese of that nationality 
and assists in making the order of interest to 
Irishmen who are not members. If the name 
Irish was eliminated they are afraid that the 
order weuld soon go to pieces or, at any rate, 
lose the interest now centered in it by the 
Irish. The result would be to denationalize 
the society and, although the membershi 
would probably greatly .increase, the oredit 
for the work done for years by the Irish would 
7 divided with Catholics of other national- 

es.

The convention will probably last about 
three days. During the time delegates will be 
driven around the city In carriages, and will 
also be the recipients of a grand excursion on 
the steamer Grand Republic.

to put in machinery. This has 
been done this season, and one 
of the partners is nowin the city lookiug for 
jacks to pack the ore down to the road, from 
whence it will be shipped tothe smelters here.

CaRTHaGE, Mo., Aug. 18.+Saiidrs when in 
mid-ocean always know that a storm is reach- 
ing them when the salle are crowded with 
birds. On land those who watch the growth 
of cities and localities know that when capi- 
talists crowd into any particular section the 
negr future will witness developments in in- 
Gustrial enterprises that will surely increase 
the population and wealth of the section thus 
visited. The experience of those who have 
passed through ‘‘booms’’ bas caused them to 
go slow in later days, and only such regions 
are now looked for where the natives show 
enterprise and have faith in their home 
resources. If in a | 2 of the State the 
people have shown faith in the home of their 
adoption it is in Jasper County. For 


pore 
‘they have plodded on under great dimoult ies, 


and oftentimes when visitors have scoffed at 
them and urged them to go to ‘‘ bleeding Kau- 
das“ they have found it dificult to keep 
stiff upper lip’’ and pull against the stream of 
adversity which seemed to be their lot. Nev- 
ertheless they have kept in line, and now that 
the land on which they live has 
roven to be not | rich 
or agricultural purposes, ut as 
a ylelder ef minerals heads the list, they re- 
alizethe days oftriai are over and now they 
can laugh while others grieve. The condi- 
tions under which they have been able to 
conquer were not always inspiring, but with 
dauntiess courage, which oftentimes has to 
serve them in piace of money, they have 
overcome all and now there are hundreds 
ready with plenty of cash flocking hither to 
got a footho 4 na place where ‘‘success is 
u * 


re. 

Many of the old-timers have tried to keep 
the value of the land unknown in order that 
they might acquire a larger area of it for 
themselves, and some have succeeded and 
are still struggling for mere as each year 
makes it clear that the value of the land is 
fast becoming®nown elsewhere. During last 
week aforty-acre tract of mineral iand was 
sold for $160,000. This land ten years ago was 
hardiy worth a song, but the ‘‘natives’’ had 
faith in it and spent their time and money in 
developing it, and if they were bbliged to buy 
modern appliances to work to fuil profit 
they had to deal with men whose 
curiosity was aroused to know something of 
the region where such machinery they fad 
calls for was needed, and since those days 
many have visited quietly and unknown as 
long as possible, but to-day they come and 
have to — A2 er b tor what they need. 

Last week a sale of $10,000 worth of stock in 
one ofthe mines was made, which had been 
developed by the natives when the undertak- 
ing seemed a senseless one. To have got in 
on the ground floor would have been possibie 
at less than 581.000, but in the present 
figures the purchasers have learned that they 
have gota bargain. Other deals are pending 
involving $25,000 fora block of shares. This 
is the result of the coming of capitaiists who 
are quietly taking stock of what there is here 
and who, seeing that the home people are 
ready to take up what is offered when thev 
are able, do not hesitate to invest, being as- 
sured that they are safe in so doing. 

During the past week storms have prevatied, 
and thie has tended to make delays in work- 
ing the mines, therefore the output has not 
been as heavy as wished for, but the returns 
average well with improved weather. The 
mines will show this week a still larger in- 
crease. 

There seems to be much cause for confi- 
dence at Galenacamp, as they are making 
new strikes which will give them still better 
returns as cher continue developing. Joplin“ e 
vicinity is making a record with her mines, 
and the unusual vutput shows that even when 
the elements seem against them they still 
move forward. They have laud in abund- 
ance, which, so far as prospecting is con- 

cerned, 1s only yet in its infancy. 

Webb City and Carterville territory will 
make a good report, and if the prices stiften, 
those having heavy machinery will not hesi- 
tate to push matters more lively than ever 
and make the returns increase. 

The Oronogo camp is flourishing, and as 
each working plant is being improved the 
opreators arestre of profits on their outlay, 
es they can move quickly and take out the 
rich mineral they find. 

Lehigh and Belleville make a good oye 
and their land, being in the richest part of the 
mineral belt, is more easily operated than 
some other. The men who own the lands are 
possessed of plenty of means to scientifically 
operate all their diggings. 

Alba wines are working slowly and but for 
the usual mining accidents would have beaten 
their record. 

Carthage mines are on the up-grade and 
their returns give satisfaction to all the 2 
ers. The only hindrance has been lack 
water, which at the Porter mine was a seri- 
ous matter. To avoid delavs in future the 
water mains have been extended and & con- 
stant supply guaranteed by the Water-Works 
Co. The output was nearly two huadred 
thousand pounds. 

Myers & Jennison are working in rich min- 
eral, and, — within reach of a lower run 
of water, are able to wash all without delay.

HARBOR IMPROVEMENTS. 


THE LARGEST APPROPRIATION EVER MADS 
FOR AN INLAND CITY. 


The City Printing Ceantracts Still Awaiting 
the Pleasure of the Couneil— The Con- 
tracters Cannet Take Held Uatil a 
Quorum is Secered—The New Water- 
Works Tunnel—Cemmissiener Hellman 
Says the Situation Is Simple, 


AJ. MURPHY, in dis- 
cussing the river and 
harbor bDill’s passage by 
the Senate, said to-day: 
The river and harbor 
bill, as i passed the 
Senate, is more favor- 
able in all respects to 
the Missouri River than |, 
was as it came originally 
i * from the House com- 
mittee. In the House bill the $203,000 of unex- 
pended balance in the hands of the Missouri 
River Commission was not made available 
for general improvements, and would natu- 
rally bave reverted to the Treasury.I expected 
that the Senate would add a clause to the bill 
abolishing in toto the Missouri River Com- 
mission. The proposition was discussed in 
the Rivers and Harbor Oommittee of the 
House, and ite not being adopted I am cer- 
tain was the result of a compromise with some 
of the members who did not agree with others 
as to the value of the services rendered by the 
commission. My own opinion is that tne 
commission should be continued until all the 
projected improvements of the Missouri are 
completed. Through the efforts of those 
who have faith in the future of the 
Missouri River a large and liberal amount of 
money has been placed atthe disposal of the 
Commission and it can now project and ex- 
ecote plans that the smallness ofthe appro- 
priation heretofore would not permit of. 
It has now $1,103,000 in ite hands and the next 
two years, will, I thing, show good results. 
The work on the river will, under the condi- 
tions of the bill,commence at its mouth, and be 
continued westward. This will help the har- 
bor of St. Louis as much of our trouble in the 
northera portion of it comes from the peculiar 
condition of things at and below the mouth 
ofthe Missourl. I am expecting a telegram 
from Senator Vest telling me how all our 
other items stand in the bill as finally passed. 
I am satisfied they are all right and that work 
wiilsoon commence in the harbor of St. Louis. 
It may not be generally known, but it is a fact, 
that the appropriation we have secured is the 
largest ever allowed any inland harbor in the 
country. 


The New Water-Wérks Tunnel. 


Water Commissioner Hoiman said this 
morning, in regard to the tunnel which is 
being cut from the point where the new water- 
works will be out under the bed of the river: 


„There is being a good deal said about 
the tunnel being on the wrong level 
and about a drop of three feet toward 
the river end. The situation is very 
plain and one which to engineers appears 
very simple. There were certain natural 
conditions existing which were taken into 
consideration when the work was planned. 
The plans bad to madé ia such a manner as 
to conform with the existing/conditions and 
bring the best fr ° 0 
made ve careful ‘calculations 
the results which would 
any particular mode of p 

and the one we are following now is the one 
which brings the best net results. Thereisno 
mistake and no cause for complaint. We sim- 
ply encouatered obstacles which had to be 
overcome, and we did what we thought best 
under the circumstances. The sitnation is 
not none. so bad as it micht be, and we can 
congratulate ourselyes on having succeeded 
as well as we have. The work will continue 
and the tunnel Gnished on the present 
plans. 

The tunnel is one which will carry the 
St. Louis watersupply from the river to the 
pumping station and isa part of the new sys- 
tem of works now beingbuilt. The drop in 
the river end of the tunnel is about 
three feet and was caused by A 
similar depression in the strata of rock which 
was being left for the roof. The tunnel is now 
about eleven hundred feet long. President 
Burnet ofthe Board of Public Improvements 
sald: ‘*‘That tunnel is one of the most re- 
markable cases that has ever been en- 
countered. In the majority of cases 
there are many natural obstacles to 
overcome. In this there are practically 
none. To begin with a natural roof 
of rock was found which ran almost level for 
a thousand feet before it began to dip. That 
in itself is very unusualand of the yreatest 
advantage. The dip does not hurta thing as 
a pew line will be taken for the bottom which 
will put the shore end of the tunnel a little bit 
lower than it is now.“

TBE BING ICE MACHINE, 


A Constant Supply of Ice Witheut the Aid 
of Nature, 

Various patents on this machine have been 

issued to John Ring since 1877. They are now 

owned by the Ring Refrigerating & lee Ma- 


‘Chine Oo., which is manufacturing the ma- 


chines, and has a plant in operation at Rock 
Springs. The compressor is double acting, 
and so simple that all parts are in easy reach 
of the engineer. The steam and ammonia 
cylinders are horizontally in line with each 
other. An ingenious device takes the 
pressure of gas om the piston 
rod, by which the center stuffing 
box is connected with the suction 


side. The piston rod is cooled by a constant 
stream of told dil around it. The ice is made 
in a freezing tank filled with strong brise, 
cooled below freezing point by coils of pipe 
through which ammonia is expanded. Cans 
of distilled water are submerged in the brine, 
whereby the water is reduced in temperature 
and frozen into joe. The compressor takes 
the gas from the colls in the brine tank, com- 
Presses it back again to the volume it oocu- 
ples as a liquid, forces it into the condenser, 
where it loses the heat it took from the brine, 
and from which it flows back to the starting 
point to be used again. 

The process is continweus, and the least 
complicated of ali methods used for ice-mak- 
ing. Itssimplicity and directness in apply- 
ing thelaws of absorption of heat by gases 
when passing from liquid into the gaseous 
form are its greatest recommendations 


MISSOURI OROP RETURNS, 


Rain Saving the Corn and Getting the 
Ground in Good Conditien, 


Fifty-two correspondents of the Missouri 
State Board of Agriculture reporta general 
improvement in the outiook. The rainfall in 
the State was above the normal last week. 
Some counties in the northeast and southeast 
sections report a deficiency of rain, but more 
report anormal amount, while in other sec- 
tions nearly every county reports good rains. 
Temperature and sunshine were normal 
throughout the State. The effect ot the 
weather was favorable to ail growing crops 
and there has been a marked improvement in 
their condition. Corn especially has been 
improved and promises a fair yield where but 
recently the crop was regarded a failure. The 
ground is generally in good condition for 
plowing for wheat and thé indications are that 
a large acreage will be sown.

The 
wild man turned on Shield, who struck and 
smashed a cune over his head and then ran 
away and secured a piece of board. When he 
returned the darkey had attacked a man 
named Schneider and cut and. bruised him 
about the head. Schield at once proceeded to 
poues the darkey on the head with the board, 
ut it had no effect.

The Many Different Forms—Why Seme Fee- 
ple Are Frequent Sufferers—Causes Net 
Generally Recognized—Dificulties in the 
Treatment—Suggestiens as te Remedies. 


From the Beston Herald. 

When an important organ in the body be- 
comes disordered it generally has a distarb- 
ing effect upon the others. Thus symptoms, 
which at first seem to indicate a trouble in 
some one partofthe system, may really have 
theirorigin in another and distant part, or 
be the manifestations of a general disturb- 
ance. Headache is a frequent illustration of 
this fact, and beyond doubt the pain is far 
more often due to disease or disorder occur- 

king within the body than it is to trouble in 
or about the head. It follows, therefore, 
that the causes of headache are innumerable, 
Laymen are familiar with some of them, and 
a wider knowledge in this direction would 
lessen much the suffering from this distress- 
ing cOmplaint, to which very many people 
are frequent victims, and none are strangers. 

As might be expected, considering its mani- 
fold causes and individual! peculiarities, head - 
ache never appears twice in identically 
the same form. In every attack there is 
something distinctive. Beyond this there are 
quite radically different kinds of headache. 
As, for instance, sometimes it is deep-seated 
and sometimes superficial. In one attack It 
is constant for hours, and the pain {s fixed in 
a Sertäls place, while ia another it comes and 
goes at shart intervals, and shifts from point 
to paint. Then there are many gradations of 
pain, it being in one case of the most violent 
and throbbing character, while in another it 
is scarcely more than a trifling discomfort. 
Headache at times exhibits other character- 
istics, and it is not necessary to describe 
them. In a very great degree these peculiar- 
ities depend upon the causes. A common 
form of headache is that which occurs when 
the circulation ofthe blood is disturbed. It 
is one of the earliest symptoms of fever, and 
is generally measured by the intensity of the 
fever. When the fever runs highthe pain is 
usually violent, whereas in mild febrile 
attacks itis scldem very severe. Headache 
also occurs as a consequence of changes in 
circulation which are chronic in character. 
As, for instanee, we have what is called 

MALARIAL HEADACHE. 
The true form is neuralgic in character and 
eccursin paroxysms. COhill and fever are 
sometimes associated with this headache, but 
oftentimes the latter appears alone. The pain 
ie felt just over one of the eyes, and 
from there radiates to surrounding parts. It 
comes on suddenly and lasts from five to ten 


heurs and goes away almost as abruptly as it 
came on. It is often so intense that the suf- 
ferer is fairly driven wild by it, and there are 
but a few neuraigias which so obstinately resist 
treatment. In some cases attacks of pain oc- 
cur every day, in others every second day. 
Its occurrence at quite reguiar intervals 
stamps it asa relative to chill and fever. And 
it yields te the treatment which conquers 
them, namely, qninine. Again, malarial sub- 
— are often the victima of headache, which 
less severe than the true form just de- 
scribed, and is lacking in paroxysmal char- 
acter. The tendency to this milder form ex- 
ists within such patients, but to develop it 
there must be some fault beyond the mere 
malarial taint. Im other words, as long as 
the malarial taint alone is present and the 
subject is otherwiee fairly well he is not 
likely to suffer from the form of headache in 

uestion; but let his bleod become poor, his 
— organs or others of importance be- 
come disturbed and the pain comes on. 

One of the most common varieties of head- 
ache is known asthe neuralgic. The name is 
expressive of ite distinctive features. It is 
scarcely possible to mistake an attack of it 
forthe true malarial form of headache, fer 
the pain is not paroxysmal nor is it always 
limited to one particular point. Asa rule it 
{sg shifting, and will be left in one place fora 
few seconds or minutes, and then, on the in- 
stant, will disappear, to quick!y ＋ geod in 
some other place. Some subjects to this form 
of headache are of what is known as the neu- 
ralgic temperament, which means that they 
are frequent victims to neuralgie pains in 
some parts ofthe body or head, existing in 
the absence ef disease, and apparently cause- 
less. Neuralgic headaches are the expres- 
sion of an immense number of irregularities 
and diseases. 

DECAYED TEETH 
are frequent causes; and in not a few in- 
stances severe headaches of this sort are 
Glearly due to teeth so slightly decayed that 
only a dentist can detect the defect. 

Headaches, especially those in which the 
pain is felt most in the forehead, are fre- 

nemtly caused by inequalities in the eye. 

nd often very slight defects, searcely appre- 
ciaple to the victim, sre sufficient to cause 
them. 1 persons have one normal eye, 
while the other is slightly abnormal. In such 
cases there is considerable strain if the eyes 
are used much in reading, which is especially 
liable to cause headache. The only remedy in 
these cases is, of course, a proper pair of 
glasses. Headache from defective sight is 
not always limited tothe region of the fore- 
head, for sick headache is frequently asso- 
ciated with it. 

Headache is also sometimes due to troubles 
within the nose and ears. Every.one knows 
that a pain in the forebead is a very constant 
symptom of a common cold, in whichthe nasal 
passages are involved. There are other affec- 
tions of these parts, some to which little or no 
importance is attached by the victim, which 
may give rise tothe same symptoms. Dr. 
Brunton says: As far as my experience goes, 
headache depending upon disease of the nose 
is at the top of the head just behind the com- 
mencement ofthe hairy scalp, and headache 
here should always lead to the examination of 
the nose.’’ 

But some persons have decayed teeth, and 
others nasal defects, and yet are very seldom 
troubled with headache. -The reasons for this 

can scarcely be made clear to laymen, al- 
though they are so to physicians. Whether or 
not these infirmities are to give rise to head- 
aches depends very much upon other condi- 
tions, particularly those of the nervous sys- 
tem. A person whe is suffering from tooth- 
ache will often free himself from it for a long 
time by taking a brisk cathartic. The remedy 
Goes not, of course, act directly upon the af- 
fectea tooth, but its influence is conveyed 
in some way. 80, a person having de- 
Sayed teeth or nasal trouble may long be 
spared headache because the ress of the or- 
ganism in intimate relationship with these 
parte practivally ignores the disturbance in 
them. But let these intimates themselves be- 
come disturbed, and their resistance is weak- 
ened; then, very likely, they will transmis, or 
react to, the local irritation, and a headache 
be the consequence. This is but a vague idea 
of the essential physiotogical conditions, but 
it is, as said, scarcely possible to make them 
clear to a layman.

occasionally have headaches which are at- 
tributed to that disease. The pain im rheu- 
matie headache, as a rule, is quite extensive 
and felt over much of the head. It is some- 
times heayy and aching; again, it is sharp 
and shooting. Oocasionsily the pain is con- 
fined almost entirely to the forehead or tem- 
pies. Im such cases it is assumed by some 
authorities that the muscles ef the eyes are 
especially involved by the rheumatism. 
There is nothing in rheumatic headaches 
which clearly indicates their actual cause, 
but ifthe pain is associated with tenderness 
or soreness of the scalp and the headaches 
are worse at night, and come in on weather 
which is popularly termed ‘‘rheumaticy,’’ 
then it is pretty safe to assume that the vie- 
tim has a rheumatic taint which is respons!- 
ble for them. One writer telle of an interesting 
case, that of a sculptor, who was about 
to abandon his profession Om account of ex- 
cessive intractabie headache. The physician 
in question found that the headaches 
occurred only during the time when the artist 
was working upon the modeling in. wet 
clay of a very large composite life-size 
group. He therefore resorted to anti-rheu- 
matic treatment, and the results were em- 
inently satisfactory. 

Gouty subjects also suffer at times from 
headaches, which are generally worse in the 
morning. The pain feltis usually dull and 
heavy, and not very intense, but in some 
cases itis really agonizing. It is doubtful if 
gout alone causes these headaches. The most 
ofthe subjects of it are very full-blooded. 
They also suffer from indigestive and other 
disturbances. ‘To these conditions the head- 
aches are almost always to be attributed. 

Im disease of the kidneys, when those or- 
gans have become involved to such an extent 
that they are unable to do thelr work 
properly, certain poisons, which they should 
separate from the blood and throw out ot 
the system, are allowed to remain in it. 
Headache isone of the indications of their 
retention. It takes on many different forms 
but in a large proportion of cases it is limite 
to the forehead, and patients describe the 
pain as a feeling of tightness, as though a 
tight band was tied around the head. 

ndigestion, biliousmess and constipation 
are conditions which very 
FREQUENTLY GIVE IIS TO HEADACHE. 

In just what way they act te produce this re- 
sult is not known, but it h quite safe to 
assume thatin consequence of these condi- 
tions pelsonous matters are eften absorbed 
from the stomach and bowels, and they more 
or less upset the general nervous system and 
the brain. Headache due to these causes is 
usually frontal, but it may be gen Dr. 
Brunten has made a close study of headaches 
of this class, and found that in constipation 
the pain affects the entire forehead from the 
odge of the scalp to the eyebrows. In cases 
of headache higher up on the forehead and 
just below or at the commencement od the 
scalp he found, where constipation did not 
exiat, that there was almost always a form of 
dyspepsia suffered from, which calied for the 
use ot alkalies. Whereas if the pain was 
located below this area—below the middle of 
the forehead—dyspepvsia existed, which de- 
manded the use of acids. When poisons are 
absorbed from the stomach and bowels, as 
has already been stated must often be the 
case, there is usually a tendency to giddiness 
often some trouble with the eyesight, and 
almost always a depression of the spirits. 

Among the common causes of headache 
Drain exhaustion must have a prominent 
place. Brain work may bring it on, but where 
frequent headaches, due to these causes, are 
suffered from, there is usually a lack of nerve 
strength—a certain ameuntof nervous debil- 
ity. In such cases, severe mental effort or the 
giving way to powerful mental emotions is 

ulte certain to be followed by headache. In 
form the painis dull and heavy, and 
seems to be deep seated. It may, of course, 
beslight orvery intense. The headache of 
brain exhaustion is quite generally associated 
with insompia. 

There are many other forms of headaches, 
but a consideration of them all together, with 
their causes, would fill a volume. The fact 
which must now be clear to the reader is that 
headache, a symptom as it is of many morbid 
states of the system, and dependent ſupon so 
many different causes, is anjaffection not al- 
ways easy to treat. Sufferers from it, as a 
rule, when they consult physicians expect 
immediate relief, and if it does not come they 
they are quite sure to vote thelr advisers in- 
competent. As long as its cause remains it is 
but natural to expect that the affection itself 
will persist. It will be seen from the forego- 


ing that 
TO DETERMINE THE CAUSE 

in very many instances must be exceedingly 
difficult. While in some attacks of headache 
the pain quite clearly indicates the cause and 
its location, in the infinite majority of cases 
it indicates practically nothing of the sort, 
and the general state of the patient must be 
carefully investigated, his food looked to, his 
habits thoroughly considered, etc. Not only 
this. but often the genera! practitioner needs 
the assistance of the dentist, the oculist, 
and the aurist before he can make a 
diagnosis and treat a case under- 
standingly. All this nas reference, of course‘ 
to headaches which recur from time to time, 
andattacks have lopg been suffered from. 
And when once the actual exciting cause is 
determined, it is often with difficulty over- 
come. In angwmic headaches, for instance, 
the blood must be replenished before the 
loeal trouble will be recevered from, and 
weeks and weeks will be needed for that pur- 
pose. Again, nervous debility is at best an 
intractible complaint, and patients them- 
selves, as a rule, put almost insurmounta- 
ble obstacles in the way ef recovery. 
Many of the different forms of headache 
are more or less dependent upon 
this condition, which must be overcome be- 
fore a cure of the head treuble can be expect- 
ed. There is vet another point which should 
be brought out, namely, in cases of chronic 
headaches a cure depends more upon the pa- 
tient than it does on the physician, in other 
words, correct habits are of greater impor- 
tance than medicine. Im cases ef headache, 
as in many other complaints, the patients ex- 
pect the physician, single-handed and alone, 
to overcome the difficulty by the use of drugs. 
In this they will often be disappointed, and 
before a cure is reached they will nave learned 
the important fact that much depends upon 
themselves, and without a sensible ce-opera- 
tion on their part the physician can accom- 
plish but little or nothing.

Dave Joseph, President of the St. Louis 
Improved Street Sprinkling Co., is trying to 
score a point against the contractors who are 
now doing the work he failed on and is trying 
to make a counter play to the one made by 
them some time ago, when they charged him 


with not paying his taxes. Inretaliation Mr. 
Joseph produces proof from the Oollector’s 
offive that John, Joseph, Charles and Hen 
Schuerman, of the firm of Scuerman Bros. 
Co., and Hen O. Pollman have not paid 
their sprinkling taxes. This Mr. Joseph 
urges is good and sufficient reason for maxing 
a kick, and says that the same arguments that 
worked against him apply now. 
The memorandum from the Oollector’s 
office as obtained by Mr. Joseph shows that 
the Schuerman’s are 28 behind on the 
sprinkling bilis for nineteen pieces of prop- 
erty, and the Polimans $28.78 on four pieces. 
The fight is being made by Joseph now as it 
was by the other sprinkling contractors when 
he was on top and got the centracts awa 
from tem. They charged him wit 
almost every conceivable offense but did not 
succeed in doing him any harm, although 
they caused hima great deal of annoyauce. 
Finally Joseph falled on his contracts, not 
because of the attacks of the other contrac- 
tors, but because of his inability to carry out 
the contracts at the price he bia. Then those 
who had done all the howling stepped in and 
got the work temporarily at very geod terms 
and now bave the work under contract.

These delinquent 
special tax-bills show that the Schuermans 
and some ofthe other sprinklers hold taxable 
property here at any rate. They must pay a 
general tax, and these special tax- bills are 
liens against their property. The collectors“ 
office has never had any trouble over the 
collection of special sprinkling taxes, as the 
rate of assessment is so done that it is cheaper 
to pay than to make a fuss.

It says that the 
relations of Her Majesty’s govern- 
ment with the foreign powers continue 
to be pacific. Friendly attention had been 
called to the inconveniences which might 
arise from a possible conflict over terri- 
torial claims in Africa. Therefore the Queen's 
Government was negotiating with the powers 
mainly concerned with the purpose of defining 
the boundaries within which the action 
of the respective governments should 
be confined. The arrangement with 
Germany, closing the most dim - 
cult of these questions, was completed and 
Her Majesty's ministers laid before: Parlia- 
ment the history of those negotiations which 
had resulted in the cession of Heligoland to 
Germany. 

The speech then announces the arrange- 
ments with France whereby the French 
Algerian territory is separated from 
that of the British Niger company. 
The agreement for a British protectorate 
over Zanzibar and the placing of Madagascar 
under the protection of the French is also 
explained. With regard to the Behring 
Sea complications Her Majesty: in- 
forms Parliament that she offered 
to submit them to arbitration for settlement. 
The speech states that the case of the New- 
foundland and French fisheries dispute is one 
which is occupying the anxious attention of 
the Government. 


An Indian Officer Dead. 


MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., Aug. 18.—The Journal’s 
Bismarck (N. D.) special says: George Fari- 
bault, chief of the Indian police at the Staud- 
ing Rock agency, is dead. He was the Daniel 


Boone of Minnesota anda man of great in 
finence among the Indians, being himself a 
quarter breed. He saved the lives of many 
whites during the Indian troubles. 


Swam the English Channel. 


Lonpow, Aug. 18.—Davis Dalton, the Amer. 
loan swimmer, has successfully achieved his 
task of swimming the English Channel on his 
back from Folkestone to Cape Grizzne on the 
coast of Franoe. Dalton was in the water 
twenty-three hours and thirty minutes, and 
atthe finish was in excellent condition and 
still possessed most of his strength. He was 
piloted by a boat which kept within easy 
reach of the swimmer throughout the trial. 


Threwn From a Buggy.

It Resembles 


A MOVING MOUNTAIN 


Irresistibly Fercing Its Way Across the 
Columbia River, 


From the Astorian. 

A traveling mountain is found at the cas- 
cades of the Columbia. It is a triple peaked 
mass of dark brown basalt, six or eight miles 
in length where it fronts the river and rises to 
a height of almost 2,000 feet above the water. 
That it is in motion is the last thought that 
would be likely tosuggest itself, to the mind 
of any one passing it; yet it is a well-estab- 


lished fact that this entire mountain is movin 
slowly but steadily down the river as if it had 
a deliberate purpose some time in the future 
to dam the Celumbia and form a great lake 
from the cascades to the Dalles. 

The indian traditions indicate immense 
movements of the mountains hereabouts long 
before white men came to Oregon, and the 
early settlers—immigrants, many of them, 
from New England-—gave the above descriped 
mountainous ridge ‘the name of ‘‘traveling 
mountain,’’ or sliding mountain. In its 
forward and downward movement the forests 
along the base of the ridge have become sub- 
merged in the river. Large tree stubs can be 
seen standing deep in the water on this shore. 
The railroad engineers and the brakemen find 
that the iine of the railroad which skirts the 
foot of the mountain is being continually 
forced out of place. 

At certain points the railroads and rails 
have been pushed eight or ten feet out of line 
in the course of afew years, Geologists at- 
tributed this strange phenomenon to the fact 
that the basalt, which constitutes the bulk of 
the mountain, rests on a substratum of con- 
glomorate, or of soit sandstone, which the 
deep, swift current of the mighty river is 
constantly pe arb away, or thatthis softer 
sub-rock is of itself 8 at great depths, 
to the enormous weight of the harder; mate- 
rial above. 


THEY LOOK LIKE LEAVES, 


Seme Insects That Can Hardly Be Distia- 
tinguished Frem Parts of Trees. 


From the Saturday Review. 

At a recent meeting of the London Zoolog- 
loal Society for scientific business, Mr. Sclater 
called attention to a specimen of a leaf insect 
living in the society’s insect-house, which 
had deen received “from the Seychelles 
and presented by Lord Walsing- 
ham. The leaf insects, of which but 


few species are known, belongto the same 
family (phasimids) as the stick insects, and 
both are marvelous illustrations of mimicry 
in mature. They are ail nocturnal in their 
habits, and spend their days resting on trees 
and bushes, the leaves of which form their 
foed, and their resemblance, respectively, te 
the leaves and twigs is so extraordinary that 
itis not surprising that they escape the ob- 
servation of their enemies. 

The leaf insects are most singular; the head 
and part ef the therax form a stalk, while the 
abdomen, which is flat, thin, and much 
dilated, exactly resembles a leaf. The legs, 
which are six in number, have broad mem- 
branous appendages on the thighs, and these 
are especially notiesable on the forelegs; the 
result being thatthe creature, while resting 
immovable has the e of a leat which 
has been gnawed on both sides bya cater- 
pillar. In the insect at the Zoo this 
resemblance is most exact, and tne 
illusion is heightened by the coloring 
which makes it re 8 withered at 
the edges. It is the habit of the insect to hang 
back downward, with the abdomen slightly 
curled up, and, te quete Mr. Murray: ‘‘This 
habit brings to ligh asother beautiful con- 
trivance for still farther beightening its re- 
semblanee to a leaf. The upper surface is 
Opaque green, the undersurface glossy, glit- 
tering green, just the reverse of the myrtle or 
guava leaf, so that by reversing its position 
a etna the glossy side up and the dull side

CINCINNATI, Aug. 17.—For some time a 
crowd of laborers working in the Addington 
Pipe & Coal Yards at Coal City nave been com- 
ing into town every Saturday night and filling 
up on liquor. They always take the accom- 
modation train and fight going out. Saturday 
might about twelve of them got om the train 
drunk, and when out about fifteen miles 
picked up a fight with Sil Lewis,

The oar was crowded 
with passengers, among whom were many 
ladies.

THE MINING EXHIBIT. 


A GRAND DISPLAY OF COLORADO MINERALS 
FOR THE sr. LOUIS EXPOSITION. 


The Colorado Miners Arranging fer the 
Largest and Mest Complete Display of 
Silver Ores That Has Ever Been Cel- 
lected—A Permanent Expesitien Will 
Probably Be Opened in This City. 


HE preparations that 
the miners, not only 
of Colorado, but also 
of other sections of the 
country, are making 
to be represented at 
the St. Louis Expos- 
ion, sald W. R. 
8 Hayward of Denver, 

who is at the Southern, are on a scale never 

before attempted, and will insure such a dis- 
play of the mineral wealth of the country as 
has never been known. I am a member of 
the committee that has been organized in 

Denver to take charge of the collection of 

specimens, and to make all arrangements for 

the exhibit, and have closely followed every- 
thing that has been done. We have 
at other times and in other 
places made some attempt ot an er- 
hibit, but there has heretofore 
been little concert of management, nearly 
everything was lefttothe individual mine- 
owners, and the consequence was that there 
has never been a full and fair exhibit of the 
mineral resources of Colorado. 

A NEW DEPARTURE. 

„Last spring the Denver Board of 
Trade determined totake thematter up and 
see that affairs were conducted on a consistent 
and comprehensive plan. Letters were writ- 
ten to the authorities of each mining county 
and ofeach mining town, and the appoint- 
ment of one or more members toa central 
committee was asked. In addition to this a 
subscription ranging from $600 to $3,000 was 
requested to be expended under the direction 
of the general Committee, Wefound that the 
county and city officiala were most anxious 
to co-operate with us, and in nearly every 
case the subscription was made. When it was 
seen how eager the people were to take ad- 
vantage of the opportunity for securing a full 
display, the plan that we started with, simply 
to collect specimens for the St. Louis Expo- 


sition, was greatly enlarged. It was deter- 
mined to prepare at once a display for the 
World's Fair, to keep it in St. Louis until the 
fair opened, and then to send it to Chicago. 
It was then sugyested that steps be taken to 
make the display a permanent one, and this 
met with universal favor. 
A GRAND DISPLAY. 

„The mine owners have come to the front 
with great liberality, beth as regards the 
contribution of specimens and donations ef 
money. We have over $50,000 in hand, and 
the specimens cost us little or nothing. The 
pian preposed will be to make the display one 
that can be understood by the ordinary oiti- 
zon as well as the mining © rt. The ex- 
.hibit will be arranged with reference to the 
value of product as well as the different 
kinds of ore. r instance, take Lake 
County, in which Aville is situated, will 
occupy a space commensurate with its out- 
put. The specimens will not simply be sucn 
as can be put in glass cases, but great masses 
of ore will beshown. The Lake County ex- 
hibit will weigh many tons, and in bullion 
value alone will exceed $100,000. Other dis- 
tricts will be allotted space in accordance with 
their output, and each variety of ore will be 
carefully viassed in reference to its value. 
The silver ores of Colorado are by no means 
all of the same kind, there being greater var i- 
ety in appearance and chemical composttion 
among them than in any other silver dis- 
trict in the world. of the 
machinery used in tne treatment 
of each kind of ore will form part of the ex- 
hibit, and a visitor to tho Exposition who 
knows nothing about mines oan learn In a few 
hours more about ore than he could in months 
spent in the camps where they are produced, 

THE PERMANENT EXHIBIT. 

„„The manner in which Colorado men have 
taken the matter up has attracted attention 
from others quarters, and we bave had let- 
ters asking thatother States and Territories 
be allowed to tribute to our display. 
This request we are not yet prepared to grant, 
as we wish to have the Colorado exhibits 
stand out separate from any other, but 
we have informed the quirers of 
the plans that we have pursued and given them 
the benefit of our experience, as it is to the 
interest ofall mining men that the mineral 
wealth of the country shall be properly 
represented at Chicago. We will doubtiess 
make some additions before We send the dis. 
play to Chicago, but the exhibit to be made 
this fall at St. Louis willbe substantially the 
same as that which will appear at the World’s 
Fair. In reference to the permanent exhibit, 
its location has not yet been definitely decided 
upon, but most of our men favor this city.

STRANGE STORY CONCERNING JESSE JAMES 
AND THE FORD BROTHERS- 


What Was the Sensational Story That the 
Fords Had to Tellin Reference, to the 
Killisg?—Their Silence Secured by a 
Telegram Just as They Were About to 
Tell Their Tale.
